Upon a Reporte that the 
Swedes were adgancing to the Frontieis, the Princes 
James and Conftan we Sobieski were conve,’d trom 
the Caftle of i‘leitlenoourg near Leipfick, to that 
of Koningfte:n on the Eibe, th Garrifon of which 
had bem acgmented ; and the Aichives, and what- 
ever was moft valuable in the Paiace at Drefven 
were carried thicher. -frerwards that Report ceas’d: 
But Le:ters of the advife, shat certain Mews 
beirg come of the March of che King of Sweden 
towers Saxony, it had fpread a genera] Terror and 
Contterntnur cbrougs the Country. The wealchieft 
Perfons reti?'d wiih ben b ft Eff. &s into rhe neigh- 
bouring carne: intra the Eledtor of 
Brandenbs urg’s: The Fetr fs Dowager with the 
Electorat Prince went 10 Magdebourg; and the 
Quee . of Polaud rerir'd into ibe Territories of the 
Ma guic of Beandenbeurg- Barenh ber Father.

In the mean 
Time "he King of SweJen having travers’d Silcfia 
wiry Ex: eduion, making bis Soldiers keep an Exact 
Difcipline and pay for every ching they wanted, ar- 
riv'd the sft of this Month at Steinan on the Oder, 
berween Breflau and Glogau; whee he fiez'd 
40000 Crowns that were fending to King Auguftus, 
and forded the River with 6 Regiments of Horfe. 
By the 3d he had caus’d a Bidge to be made; 
which the reft of the Ho:fe and Foot pafs’d the 
4th, as rhe Artillery did the 5th ; and the 6rh the 
Army encer’d the Upper Lufatia, and poffefs’d 
themfelves of Lauban, Goriirz, and Budiffen. The 
Regency of Saxony bave fent Couriers to King 
Avguftus and ro the Neighbouring Princes, for 
Help; and have alfo fent Deputies to the King of 

weden, who ler them know he had not Time to 
hear them, bur would give them Audience when 
he came +o Drefden or Leipfick. The famous Fair 
of the Jaft mention’d City will probably be inter- 


rupted by the Approach of the Swedith Army, 


which confi@s of 24 or 25000 Men, with a very 
numerous Train of Artilecy. They write from 
Dantzick, that there arc in the Neighbourhocd of 
that City fome Swedifh Troops, which are to be 
encreas'd to 4000 Men by others that are expected 
from Sweden, and which are to land near the Abbey

City of Dantzick fhould maintain 6000 Men for 

their Security, and that thefe 4 Potensates thould 

furnifh them with a Batrallion éach ; that the King 
of Piuilia thould befides his Own, furnith the 2 for 

England and Holland, and the King of Denmark 

his himfelf. 

2. That thefe 4 Potentates fhould enter into a re- 
ciprocal Guarantie to fecure each other from all 
Confequences that may on Account of this Proretti- 
on befall either of them in particular, or all of them 
in general ; and for fupporting this Protection, Mr.
